Magnavox  gives  $1,500

IPFW'b  Phase  III  Cardiac  Kthauililalion  Program  has  received  a  (1,500  grant 
from  Ihe  Magnavox  Government  and  Industrie I  Electronics  Corporation. 

The  money  was  given  in  memory  of  Ihe  late  Arthur  Jacobson.  a  Magnavox 
employee.  The  grant  will  be  used  lo  finance  the  program's  "crash  cart,"  a  cart 
packed  with  emergency  oxygen,  heart  medications,  and  olher  equipment  The 
programuill  begin  April  16. 

Heart  patients  go  through  three  stages  of  recovery  from  a  heart  attack.  Priam- 1 
begins  in  the  hospital  and  involves  basic  limb  i 
oul  m  the  hospital  and  requires  the  patient  lod 
walking.  Heart  patients  enter  Phase  III  aller  building  themselves  up  from  Phase 
II.  This  phase  requires  more  strenuous  exercise  and  the  changing  of  bad  eating 
and  exercise  habits  Phase  Iff  takes  plnccaKer  a  person  has  been  discha rged from 
thehospiiaiafterhavlngaheartattack,  or  other  related  heart  problems. 

Barbara  Kidd,  one  of  the  coordinators  of  the  program  and  heallh  and  training 
coordinator,  said  the  program  took  more  than  a  year  to  plan  and  propose  lo  the 
university  and  the  Fort  Wayne  Medical  Society.  In  order  for  the  program  to  be 
accepted,  two  things  were  required.
